The Congress assembled March 
24, 1906, and after the reading of 
the minutes the bill adopted for 
regular order for discussion was 
read, and the opening speakers 
most thoroughly covered the 
ground.

Being placed upon its final pas- 
sage the bill was lost. 

House Bill No. 46, for discussion

“Resolved, That the following 
amendment to tlie Constitution of 
the United States be submitted by 
I Congress, to the Legislatures of the 
^several states for adoption 
. “The members of the Senate 
' shall be elected by direct vote of the 
people of the states from which 
■ they shall be chosen. / ^ 

“On and after March 4, 1911, a 
Senator’s term sliall bS four years 
and immediately after assembling 
the Senate shall be divided into two 
classes, the ternis of the Senators 
of the firstjclass to expire at the ex- 
piration of two years and those of 
the second class at the expiration Of 
four years.” 

Affirmative, Mr. Barrett, of the 
District of Columbia, and hir. Ram- 
say, of Illinois. 

Negative, Mr. Barker, of Texas, 
and Mr. Morris, of Kentucky. 

As there are to ,take part in the 
discussion of this bill four of the 
best speakers in the Congress, it 
promises to be very interesting. f

GRADUATE BASEBALL COACHING. 

New System Adopted by Univer- 
sity. Review of Situation Else- 
where. 

For the past few years thi sys- 
tem 'of graduate coaching for the 
various collegiate athletic teams has 
been advocated by representatives 
of the leading universities through- 
out the East. Gradually the system 
has been adopted for football, and 
last fall, particularly, every promi- ^ 
nent team was coached by a gradu- 
ate of the institution that it repre- 
sented. The benefits of the system 
are apparent, for it tends to do 
away with the professional element, 
which is especially detrimental to 
football. 

This year baseball also has been 
affected by the movement, and four 
of the so-called "Big Six” of the 
Eastern universities have appointed 

? ^aduate coaches for their teams. 

he principles of the system, how- 
ever, were not the only cause for 
the selection of graduates, inas- 
much as ‘ professional baseball 
coaches have never been very suc- 
cessful at either Harvard, Cornell 
of Pennsylvania. These three uni- 
versities, vyith Princeton, have defi- 
nitely adopted the graduate system,. 
Yale and Columbia alone retaining, 
professional coaches. ■ 

Yale’s reason is obvious. Lu 4 h, 
the former outfielder of the Gleve- , 
land American League team, de- 
velojxd a championship team, de- 
New Haven last sdffeon for the first 
time in .many years. A contract 
was made witli him .some time 4^0 
for the season of 1906, and virtual-'; 
ly this had to be kept. Were it npt 
for this contract, Yale might also' 
have had a graduate baseball coach 
this spring, for the question was 
agitated there during, the winter. 
Columbia has engaged "Billy" Lau- 
<der; the old New York third base-t 
nian,' to; coach their team this 
-spring. Professional baseball* 
coaches have always been the rule 
at Columbia, so that this is*no de-' 
parture. But. . graduate coaches 
have lately been engaged at Colum- 
bia for other athletic teams, and 
the . chances are that, they will eJ?. 
tend to baseball before long. 

/. Cornell has ha‘d “Hughey”* Jen- 
" nings' coach the team for the last 
few years, but this year Glenn War- 
ner has entire charge, Jennings 
merely assisting. At Princeton 
‘‘Bill” Cosgrave, who represented 
Old Nassau on the diamond for 
four successive years, will be head 
coach, superseding Arthur Hille- 
brand. Harvard has Coburn, last 
year’s star pitcher, in charge of the 
baseball candidates. There was 
^ some question as to Coburn’s eligi- 
bility this season, so he decided not 
to play, and accepted the position of 
coach. Last year Keeler and Che?- 
bro, two .American League stars, 
coached the Harvard team.,
